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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election without traverse of species A in the reply filed on January 17, 
2006 is acknowledged. 

However, claim 5 recites a feature, "said portion of the rear cover 20 extends to a 
front surface of the bezet \ that does not read on the elected species A. 

Accordingly, claim 5 is withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Okamoto et al. (US2001/0050732). 

Okamoto et al. teach (Fig. 3-4) forming a liquid crystal display device comprising: 

• a liquid crystal panel 12 

• a light guiding plate 28 for illuminating the liquid crystal panel 

• a frame 20 on which the liquid crystal panel is mounted 

• a bezel 22 including an upper wall which covers a periphery of the liquid 
crystal panel and has an opening through which a display portion of the liquid 
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crystal panel is exposed to the outside, and a side wall bent from the upper 
wall and covering a side wall of the frame 

• a screw 26 connecting a side wall of the bezel to the frame; and 

• a rear cover 24 for housing the light guiding plate from a bottom side of the 
light guiding plate 

• the rear cover 24 having a extended portion 24c which extends from a back 
side of the light guiding plate beyond a position of the screw, wherein the 
extended portion has a hole through which said screw passes 24a and the 
extended portion is formed between the side wall 20 of the frame and the side 
wall of the bezel 

wherein 
Claim 2 : 

• the frame has a threaded hole in which the screw is engaged. 
Claim 3 : 

• the frame 20 surrounds the light guiding plate. 
Claim 4 : 

• the frame has a positioning means for positioning the liquid crystal panel. 
Claim 16 : 

• the bezel, the extended portion, and the frame are in contact with one another 
at least at a periphery of portions connected together by the screw. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6 and 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claim 6 would be allowable since there is no prior art teaches a liquid crystal 
display device with a control circuit board connected to the liquid crystal panel is 
arranged between the sidewall of the bezel and the frame. 

Claim 17 would be allowable since there is no prior art teaches the bezel, the 
control circuit board, the extended portion, and the frame are in contact with one 
another in this order at least at a periphery of portions connected together by the screw.
